THE UNITED STATES WHHATEVER INPORMATION IS MADE AVAILABLE 
FROM THE APPROPRIATE LAO AUTHORITIES. I WOULD LIKE TO 
TAKE THIS OPPPORTUNITY TO REFER TO THE LETTER ADDRESSED 
TO YOU ON JANUARY 20 BY MY COLLEAGUE, MR. WHITEHOUSE, 

AND TO SAY THAT THEE INFORMATION SET OUT THEREIN SEEMS 
CLEARLY TO ESTABLISH THE IMPRISONMENT OF MR. SHARMAN AS 
EARLIER REPORTED. IT FOLLOWS FROM THIS THAT THE AUS- 
TRALIAN GOVERNMENT, AND PUBLIC OPINION IN AUSTRALIA, 

WILL EXPECT THE CONCERNED AUTHORITIES OF THE NEO LAO 
HAK SAT TO DISCHARGE THEIR HUMANITARIAN RESPONSIBILITIES 
FOR THE HEALTH AND WELPARE OF THEIR PRISONER. 

INDEED, IN VIEW OP THE LAPSE OF TIME SINCE THE 
EVENTS COVERED BY THE REPORT MOST RECENTLY MADE AVAIL- 
ABLE TO YOU I HOPE THAT I MAY BE PERMITTED TO LOOK 
FORWARD THE SPEEDY RESOLUTION OF THIS MATTER BY THE 
EARLY RELEASE OF THE PRISONERS AND THEIR RETURN IN SAFE- 
TY TO THEIR FAMILIES. WHATEVER TRESPASSES THESE TWO
